REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record, which is the most pertinent art found, fails to teach and/or fairly suggest. US 
3,759,733 teaches the formation of various monoazo pigments comprising water- 
soluble azo dyestuffs having formulas similar to formula (1) instantly claimed however it 
fails to teach its combination with other yellow pigments. JP07-1 26546 teaches cement 
dispersants having formulas similar to formulas (2) and (3) instantly claimed however it 
fails to teach its combination with a compound of formula (1). No motivation can be 
seen for one of ordinary skill in the art to combine the various pigments recited in instant 
claim to form a yellow pigment composition. Also the prior art fails to teach and/or fairly 
suggest the process recited in instant claim 4. Accordingly the claims are allowable 
over the art of record.
